Provided that the upper age limit specffed in column 6 of the Schedule may 
be relaxed in the case of Scheduled Castes , Scheduled Tribes and other special 
categories in accordance with the orders of the Central Government issued from 
time to time. 


Provided further that of the total number of permanent vacancies in each of 
the Class III and Class IV posts specified in the Schedule to be filled by direct 
recruitment, not more than one-third may be filled by transfer from among the 
employees of the Government of Uttar Pradesh in accordance with the general 
instructions issued by the Central Government from time to time 
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NOTE . - For this purpose , there should be a minimum of three permanent 
vacancies in a post to be Alled by direct recruitment during a particular calondar 
year. 


6 . Disqualifioation . - (a ) No person , who has more than one wite living or who

4 , Inspection by surveyor , - On receipt of an application under rule 3 , the 
principal officer shall depute a surveyor or surveyors , a radio inspector or a 
person appointed under sub - section ( 1 ) of section 344B , as the case may be, for 
the inspection of the ship , who shall, after inspection , submit a report to the 
principal officer : 


Provided that where the owner or master or his agent desires such inspection 
to be made on a Sunday or other holiday or between the hours of 5 P . M . and 7 
AM . he shall be liable to pay additional fees as specified in items X and XI of 
the First Schedule . 


5 . Forms of certificate , - ( 1 ) Passenger ship safety certiAcate , cargo ship safety 
construction certificate, cargo ship safety equipment certificate, cargo ship safety 
radiotelegraphy certificate , cargo ship safety radiotelephony certificate , exemp

in the Second Schedule. 

(2 ) Qualified passenger ship safety certificate, qualifled cargo ship safety 
construction certificate and qualified cargo ship safety equipment certificate shall 
be in one of the appropriate forms referred to in sub -rule ( 1 ) with such modifica 
tions as may be necessary to show in what respects the ship , in respect of which 
the certificate is issued , complies with the requirements of the International 
Convention for the Safety of Life at Sea , signed in London on the 17th day of 
- June, 1960 , and in the case of passenger ship , also of the Simla Rules , 1931, as 
they apply to unbarthed passenger ships . 


6 . Certificatos to be afixed in conspicuous part of ship . The owner or master 
of every ship for which a certificate has been granted under these rules shall 
forthwith , on receipt of the certificates, cause one of the duplicates thereof to be 
affixed and kept aixed so long as the certificate remains in force and the ship 
is in use on some conspicuous part of the ship where it may be easily read by all 
persons on board thereof. 
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7 . Suspension or cancellation of certificate . - ( 1 ) Any certificate granted under 
these rules may be cancelled or suspended by the Director General of Shipping 
or any other officer authorised by him in this behalf, if he has reason to believe : 

( a ) that the declaration regarding the sufflciency of hull. boilers , engines 

or any of the equipment of the ship has been fraudulently or errone 

ously made; or 
(b ) that the certificate has otherwise been issued upon false or erroneous 

information 
( 2 ) Before any certificate is cancelled or suspended under sub - rule ( 1 ) , the 
holder thereof shall be given a reasonable opportunity of showing cause why the 
certificate should not be cancelled or suspended as the case may be : 


Provided that this sub -rule shall not apply where the Director General of 
Shipping is satisfied that for some reason , which shall be recorded in writing , It 
is not reasonably practicable to give to the holder of the certificate an oppor 
tunity of showing cause. 


8 . Alterations in ships subsequent to grant of certificates . ( 1 ) The owner , 
agent or master of a ship in respect of which a certificate granted under these 
rules is in force , shall, as soon as possible after any alteration is made in the 
ship s hull, equipment or machinery which affects the efficiency thereof or the 
beaworthiness of the ship , give written notice containing full particulars of the 
alteration to the principal officer. 

( 2 ) If the principal officer has reason to believe that since the survey of a 
ship for the purpose of issue of any certi cate under these rules : 
( a ) any such alteration as aforesaid has been made in the hull , equipment 

or machinery of the ship ; or 
(b ) the hull, equipment or machinery of the ship has sustained any injury 

or is otherwise insufficient ; 
the principal officer may require the ship to be surveyed again to such extent 
as he may think fit, and if such requirement is not complied with , he may cancel 
the certificate issued under these rules in respect of the said ship . 


9 . Delivery of expired , cancelled or suspended certificate . Every certificate 
granted under these rules which has expired or has been cancelled or suspended , 
shall be delivered to the principal officer , 


10 . Savings. Nothing in these rules shall apply to the survey of cargo ships 
carried out by a person or body of persons in pursuance of sub - section ( 1A ) of 
Section 8 of the Act ,
